In  the  opening  game  of  the  1963  football  season,  under  the  direction 
of  their  new  head  coach,  Eugene  Styles,  and  his  assistant  Grady  Corbin, 
the  highly  spirited  Franklin  Panthers  traveled  to  Clayton,  Georgia,  with 
hopes  of  coming  home  with  an  upset  in  their  pockets.  But  the  powerful 
Clayton  team  proved  to  be  too  much  for  the  inexperienced  Panthers,  as 
they  came  back  on  the  short  end  of  a  20-0  score  in  a  non-conference  game. 
The  following  week  the  Panthers  journeyed  to  Andrews,  where  they  were 
defeated  33-7.  However,  the  score  did  not  tell  the  closeness  in  which  the 
game  was  played,  as  the  two  teams  were  locked  in  a  tight  defensive  battle 
until  late  in  the  fourth  quarter.  The  next  week  the  Panthers  were  host  to  the 
powerful  Clarksville,  Georgia,  team.  Coming  from  behind  in  the  last 
quarter  the  Panthers  gained  6-6  tie.  This  proved  to  be  the  turning  point  of 
the  season,  as  the  Franklin  team  showed  steady  improvement  in  the  re¬ 
maining  games  of  the  season.  The  week  following  the  Clarksville  game,  the 
Panthers  defeated  the  Hayesville  Yellow  Jackets,  14-0,  in  a  rough  and 
tumble  game  that  was  marked  by  an  unusual  number  of  penalities.  The 
Panthers  then  met  the  Sylva-Webster  Eagles,  and,  going  into  the  game  as 
heavy  underdogs,  they  were  defeated  by  only  one  point,  7-6.  Bouncing 
back  from  this  heart-breaking  loss,  Franklin  then  defeated  Robbinsville 
14-6  in  a  game  played  on  the  loser's  home  field.  Following  this  the 
Panthers  then  spoiled  Swain  High's  Homecoming  hopes  by  gaining  a 
13-13  tie  in  the  last  quarter.  In  their  next  two  games  the  Franklin  team 
defeated  non-conference  foes  Clyde  and  Westminster  by  the  scores  of  40-0 
and  19-7,  respectively.

The  Franklin  Panthers  boys’  basketball  team,  coached  by  Tommy 
Raby,  who  has  led  the  Panthers  to  a  50-5  won-lost  record  over  the  past 
two  seasons,  opened  the  1963-1964  basketball  season  with  only  one 
starter  returning  from  last  year's  squad.  Suffering  from  the  loss  of  the 
graduation  of  last  year's  three  all-conference  players,  the  Panthers  set  out 
to  rebuild  themselves  out  of  a  team  with  little  previous  experience.  The 
starting  line-up  was  composed  of  juniors  and  seniors,  but  several  sopho¬ 
mores  made  up  the  largest  part  of  a  very  strong  bench.  In  the  opening 
game  of  the  season,  the  Panthers  looked  impressive  in  a  57-28  victory 
over  Clayton,  Georgia,  a  non-conference  foe.  The  following  game  they 
bowed  to  the  Waynesville  Mountaineers  by  the  score  of  49-41  in  another 
non-conference  affair.  The  Franklin  five  then  edged  the  Sylva-Webster 
Golden  Eagles  51-47  in  the  Panthers'  first  conference  game.  In  the  next 
outing,  the  Panther-men  defeated  conference  foe  Cherokee  by  the  score 
of  78-50.  After  slipping  by  arch  rival  Swain  in  a  hard  fought  46-39 
battle,  the  Raby-coached  Panthers  trounched  the  Murphy  Bulldogs  77-31, 
edged  the  Rabun  Gap  Warriors  50-47,  and  then  avenged  an  earlier 
defeat  by  Waynesville  by  defeating  the  Mountaineers  by  the  score  of  48-42. 
A  third  loss  of  the  season  was  absorbed  when  the  Panthers  traveled  to 
Murphy  and  were  upset  57-46.  They  bounced  back  to  defeat  Cullowhee 
63-48  in  an  important  conference  contest  but  then  were  defeated  by  the 
Clayton  Wildcats  in  a  45-44  non-conference  overtime  thriller.  As  the  year¬ 
book  goes  to  the  printers,  the  Panthers  hold  a  8-3  won-lost  record,  un¬ 
defeated  in  conference  play.

Late  in  August,  Franklin  High  School  wel¬ 
comed  the  noise  and  the  hustle  of  the  new  and 
returning  students.
